The rev olu tion ists claimed the 
ou sted gov ern m en t was u n con ­ 
stitu tion al an d proposed an im ­ 
m ediate recon stru ction of the 
assembly , 
with 
popu lar elec­ 
tion s. 
They sen t a message to Kin g 
Prajadhipok, on v acation a t a 
seaside resort a t Hu ahin , assu r-' 
in g him of their loy alty an d as­ 
sertin g the mov e was aimed at 
an observ an ce of the con stitu ­ 
tion . 


A con stitu tion al m on arch was 
established Ju n e 24, 19 32, after a 
su dden rev olt in which on e per­ 
son was killed. 
The kin g th ere­ 
u pon sign ed a con stitu tion , an d 
a n ew Siamese sen ate was cre­ 
ated. 
Kin g 
Prajadhipok 
was 
perm itted to n am e the ex ecu tiv e 
committee an d dissolv e parlia­ 
m en t. Three day s after the re­ 
v olt the kin g reascen ded 
the 
thron e. 
Rebels had a short-liv ed re­ 
gime su bsequ en tly , which en ded 
April 2. 
They were bran ded as 
Commu n istic, an d the Siamese 
cabin et 
was 
chan ged by the 
kin g. 
Last week fou r arm y leaders 
qu it an d there were reports of 
a rift amon g gov ern m en tal of­ 
ficers.

The w ater an d light com m it­ 
tee reported the pu rchase of a 
Ford chassis for the city plan t* 
from the C. H. Tompkin s Com­ 
pan y for $48 0. A portion of the 
pilrchase ¡price was to absorb 
delin qu en t electric accou n ts with 
the city , the committee report 
stated.

Roosev elt qu ickly called for the 
n ight cru ise across the sea lan es 
of the North Atlan tic to get to 
Glou cester. 
It was a bold dash bu t he an d 
his crew were well acqu ain ted 
with this heav y trafficked part 
of the Atlan tic. They gu ided the 
Amber jack II on a tru e cou rse 
across the billowin g wav es in to 
the circle of the lights of the 
n orth shore an d w ith n av igat­ 
or’s sen se picked ou t this h a r­ 
bor with bird wisdom. 
The accom pan y in g destroy ers 
an d power boats plowed cau ­ 
tiou sly alon g in the rear an d 
tru sted alm ost en tirely to the 
ju dgm en t of the com m an der in 
chief.
